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In some jurisdictions, common law fraud requires an intent to induce a plaintiff to act in reliance on the defendant's 
misrepresentation, ! or the plaintiff must prove that the defendant sought to obtain an undue advantage from the

misrepresentation. 


An "intent to induce," for purposes of a fraud claim, requires more than mere foreseeability; rather, the maker must have at 


least reason to expect that the recipient will rely.” 
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
